Balloons used to forecast weather for over 200 years

Aug. 27,1783 was a warm and 
dry day in Paris. Benjamin 
Franklin, the American ambas- 
sador to France, had been invit- 
ed to see the latest experiment 
of physicist J.A. Charles. 

The Paris Academy had com- 
missioned Mr. Charles to look 
into hot air balloons. Mr. 
Charles designed а 13-foot diam- 
eter balloon using hydrogeri, 
which had recently been discov- 
ered by an English scientist. On 
the afternoon of Aug. 27, the 
balloon was’ successfully 
launched before a crowd of 
philosophers, officials, students 
and Benjamin Franklin.

what use, sir, is a newborn 


A few weeks later, human 
beings were successfully carried 
aloft in larger balloons. -Within a 
year balloons were being used to 
record the weather. Today, over 
200 years later, we still use a 
balloon to help predict tomor- 
row's weather. 

Twice a day at over 200 loca- 
tions around the country, 
National Weather Service per- 
sonnel launch a weather balloon. 
The balloons, filed with helium 
instead of the more volatile 
hydrogen, reach a height of 19 to 
25 miles. 

On that ride into the wild blue 
yonder, these balloons carry a 
device.called a radiosonde. The 
radiosonde is a lightweight box 
containing small elements that 
react to changes in atmospheric 
pressure, temperature and. 
humidity. The box also contains 
a radio transmitter that sends a 
radio signal to a receiving sta- 


tion on the ground. 

As the balloon carries the 
radiosoride into the sky, the 
small elements in the box 


respond to changes in pressure, - 


temperature and Humidity. 
These changes are transmitted 
to the receiving station where 
they are recorded. 

The balloon continues on its 
merry way until the helium 
expands so much that the bal- 
loon explodes. At that point, a 
tiny parachute pops out and car- 
ries the radiosonde back to 
earth. Some radiosondes are 
recovered but most are lost or 
destroyed upon impact, > 

The information the 
radiosonde transmitted to the 
receiving station is sent to the 
National Meteorological Center 
in Washington, D.C. Sophisticat- 
ed computers take all of the 
radiosonde reports from around 
the country and use the informa- 
tion to птаКё a kind of map of 
today's weather. . 

These maps tell us, for exam- 
pie, where the jet stream is 
locatéd at the moment. Then, 
other computers take that infor- 
mation and try to predict where 


the jet.stream wil! be tomorrow.: 


All of this computing results in & 
never-ending stream of charts 
and maps that meteorologists 
use to figure out tomorrow’ s 
weather. 

The weather balloons and 
radiosondes have done a good 
job for a number of years but 
they are about to be replaced. A 
device called a wind profiler has 
been undergoing years of testing 
in Colorado. 

The wind profiler is a a special 
radar that looks straight up into 
the sky measuring wind speed 
and directions every six minutes 
instead of every 12 hours like 
weather balloons do, In the 
weather business we say your 
forecast is only as accurate as 
your information. The wind pro- 
filers should improve weather 
forecasting quite a bit. 

The wind profilers won't be 
installed for a few more years so 
until then weather balloons will 
continue to do the job, A job 
they've done very well д оуег 
200 years.
